and for hiui to say of the lecher- 
ous Henry VIII., "King Henry knew 
the strength of his ease." One of the 
charges on which that brother found her 
guilty involved :i deeper guilt in him- 
self. Such a wicked precedent of such a 
wicked King is fitly selected to justify 
this, and by a lit person. Other prece- 
dents of a barbarous ago follow. In 
modem times, he cites cases of relations 
acting in such courts, but fails to show 
any of an interested party. Wade is an 
interested party. By deposing Johnson, 
he becomes President in his place. It is 
the clearest case of the highest interest 
possible. Butler admits that the rules 
of justice are against even his prece- 
dents. 

He then asseverates "the momentous 
question is raisod whether the I*re*iden- 
tial office itself ( »/ it hnit the prerogative* 
a „.! pmrer el 'i uned for it) ong/it, in f 'net, 
to csixt n.s a part of tin constitutional gov- 
ernment of a free people." 

It will lie seen the wording of this im- 
plies a charge of usurpation against 
every President, from Washington to 
Johnson inclusive, for all have exercised 
the power of removal. His theory sub- 
ordinates the Kxet-utive to the legisla- 
tive, and makes the President the mere 
minister of Congress, to l>e changed at 
will. It virtually takes the election of 
Chief Magistrate from the people, and 
confers it on Congress. Butler cites 
some curious and interesting facts in re- 
lation to the Presidential appointimr 
power, but while ho finds some doubt - 
ine the unrestricted power in the Presi- 
dent, it is remarkable that all these de- 
HU-ratiotis have resulted in finally 
admitting the constitutional right of the 
President to remove. Butler's smalogies 
therefore, resemble the act of a lawyer 
who sought out various precedents liear 
ing on the principle under which his 
client claimed, and showing that it has 
Ik-ch uniformly condemned, urges that 
it should l>e accepted now l>ecause it had 
liocn often disputed. 

The President is declared to lie estop- 
l>ed from denying the constitutional!! 
of the legal tenure act by his having 
i .-i i >ir n i zed it previously. Take this and 
set it by the censure of the President for 
acting against the constitutionality of 
that kill, and compare it with frequent 
acts of courts in obeying a law the judges 
supposed unconstitutional until the case 
w as dei ided. That was the President's 
action. He resjiected the tenuro-of-office 
bill, believing it unconstitutional, as the 
courts had done in similar cases, until 
the interest of the country seemed to 
require that it should be disputed and 
decided, when he appealed to the i-onrts. 
Now. ii Johnson ought to have refused 
to oU vthe totmre-of-oflice act at first, 
the courts, in the cases cited by Butler, 
should have refused to obey rules or 
laws they thought unconstitutional in 
mm/** instance, without waiting for a 
*tau .l case on that i»oint to bo brought 
up. 

As to his final action, it isck-arth.it 
the President was the only person who 
could make a test case for the courts, or 
was the proper person, and he has done 
ho. If no President ever disputod the 
validity of the act, it would never In- 
disputed. , 

We find from those questions, Butler 
next turns to the manner in which John- 
son spoke in "swinging around the 
circle." We certainly do not altogether 
approve of the taste of these exhibitions, 
and yet we prefer a President who is 
even a little uncouth to a monarch, 
whom he eulogizes as "born a gentle- 
man." Butler is a cool ruffian, to talk 
of the proper conduct of a "born gentle- 
man" in public sjieeches, after having 
bandied epithets with a mob at Coojmt 
Institute ujx.n this very Presidential 
question, and shown an ability in bil- 
lingsgate superior even to the coarse 
vituperation of his assailers in the mob. 
It is ridiculous to hear such a man talk 
of the dei-eneies and polish of a Chief 
M agi st rat e^

Convention vs. Anli-con veil* Ion. 

Some {icrsons are opposed to the 
nominations of the Democratic party 
merely because they are made by a con- 
vention. A moment's relloetion will 
show them how poor such an objection 
is. Lot them look over the independent 
candidates and say how many of them 
they would have taken as their prefer- 
ence for the ollieo to which each aspires.

has to undergo the scrutiny of a conven- 
tion. Clearly, the convention candi- 
dates are nj>t to be the best candidates. 

Tin- citizen then comes to voting. He 
cannot o,. t the exact men he would pre- 
fer. Likely they would not accept. He 
must vote then for such as are publicly 
presented. lie must vote for men who 
lire ollerod by their own act alone, or 
flay certain other candidates who have 
lioon selected by their fellow-citizens as 
the Is-st officers. 

When men trot to be the liest judges 
of their own .pialincations, and when 
each of us can induce the best men, our 
first choice, to run, then it will be timo 
for us to dispense with conventions. 
I ntil then we think it better a certain 
number of good citizons should get to- 
gether and agree upon certain candi- 
dates. Say to such candidates "wo will 
laUir to elect you." In this way liettor 
men are induced to run than would oiler 
if they supposed they were to endure 
an unsupported contlict. 

The convention plan is not, therefore, 
to force candidates on the people, but to 
iiuiiiee p».k1 men to oiler, and by mutual 
compromises to select the best of such. 
When this is done they certify to their 
fellow-citizens what they have done, 
what candidates they have chosen, and 
ask their votes. It seems to us a much 
better plan than merely allowing those 
to run who will and compelling the cit- 
i/.ens to vote for them, liecause no (letter 
citizens can lie induced to run. Of 
course con volitions ooni|»osed of men 
aro liable to mistakes, but, generally, 
tho inlluonccH arc otpial, and good men 
ure ottered, and should lie supported

This tremendous secret, of which we have 
hail more or leso direct warnings for some 
time, hut which has heretofore appeared 
incredible, is at last partially uncovcied 
In the bill yesterday introduced liy ( .m- 
gn-ssiiinn Churchill, of New York, for rciiiiln- 
ting the succession to the Presidency when 
the foregone conclusion of Andrew Johnson's 
removal from offlce shall have been attained. 
This bill looks very Innocent on the surface, 
but Is only designed as a stalking horse, to be 
trotted quietly through Isilh Hoases of Con- 
gress In two i. ndings,after which It Lstobesud- 
enly siuldUst with a revolutionary amend- 
ment proclaiming lieneral Ulysses s. (iruiit 
the successor to Mr. Johnson ; and thisN t<> 
lie nut through both houses without debate, 
under thegug law of the previous question, 
.last as the amendment of Mr. Wilson, strik- 
ing down the appellate JurLsdlctlon of the Su- 
preme Court was suddenly nnd violently put 
through as an amendment. on the third read- 
ing of Gen. Schenck's blll.equnlly innocent 
on lis face, forgiving the .Supreme Court more 
ntpid Jurisdiction in internal revenue cases. 
Churchill's bill ls based on the idea that Sen- 
ator Wade, who is only President pro tern, of 
the Senate, cannot "constitutionally" suc- 
ceed Mr. Johnson; and the right man to suc- 
ceed the President must Ik- some officer, 
whether elective or appointed, make* no dif- 
ference, of the United stales. A- a 
to Cerberus and to quiet suspicion in the ear- 
lier stages, the bill purjiorts to nnd ibe l hlef 
Justice of Iho United States to the list of per- 
sons eligible to Mr. Johnson's vacancy. Hut 
in the third rending a revolutionary 
amendment, which is to declare the lieneral- 
lu-C'hief of the army Mr. Johnson's successor, 
la to be put through under a full head of par- 
tisan steam. It is currently repotted that 
Spenkei Colfax is to resign any right to the 
succession and to refuse to receive the office, 
thus passing it over to lieneral Grant. In con- 
sideration of which Mr. Colfax has been 
promised the nomination us Vice President 
by the next Radical national convention, 
while General Grant is to be contluued as tin- 
head of the ticket. "We will have no more 
change" Ls what the leading Jacobins 
of Congress now oiienlv Ix-giu t" say. 
"We will put Grant into the White 
Hons,, right away on the removal of John- 
son and we'll keep him in there or know the 
reason why!" There are others of the wi .n- 
er kind who sec in Ihls bill a proffered bnls 
to Judge Chase for ignoring his oath of office, 
tin. lawsof the United States nnd Ins consti- 
tutional duties as Pri-siding Justice of the 
Court of Impeachment. lie. is to bo thus 
made next in succession to the man upon 
whose removal he is to mm Judgment. Hut 
the men who talk llius ar« not well informed. 
The rent programme, so far as It can Is- dis- 
covered, is, us stated, to make General Grunt 
(It- fttrto President, as ho cannot U- ih ■ jurt by 
this revolutionary measure; and when once 
enthroned In |*>wcr it is claimed by the more 
ultra Jacobin partisans that "all necevsary

Is it not high lime for tin- tru. patriotism of 
the country to arouse Istself and scrutinize 
keenly what is going <>n?
